“LORD SALISBURY THE MAN, 


“Me. J ulinn Ralph, the Aworican journalist 
and wer correspondent, writing lost year.abont 
Lord Salisbury, reworked tat there was little 
of ‘the aristocrat about his appearance. His 
figure woa huge, bent, olupay. But his face 
was that of an intensely refoctive man, gobo r, 
ayen pravé, and very haughty. .In his old'days 
he.eut xo avkward figure when addressing his 
fellow-mgmbers of the House’of Corymons.- He 
gesticnlated: clawaily, and his-voiea was hard 
ord inflexible. As a politician he -was: not 
depended upun by hga own party; and so biting 
and severe were his retorts in debate, #0 seem:
